nificent Situations : whoſe Academick Breaſts 
are a Nurſery for Education, as the City for 
Hoſpitality. And let this be your Task as we 
travel to Dumbarton, to give us a Narrative of 
the Antiquities of Cloyd, as alſo of the Town 
of Kilmarnock, where we ſlept this Night, that 
ſo bravely refreſh'd us. 

Ar. That I can do as we ride along. 

Th. Do ſo, it will be very acceptable. 

Ar. Then to expoſtulate the Antiquities of 
Kilmarnock; as it would puzzle the Pen of an 
ingenious Hiſtoriographer, ſo I for that end 
was thinking to evade it, and refer It to ſome 
other of more mature Judgment ; ſince you your 
ſelf, and conſequently others that read my Re- 
lation, will probably reduce me to the Probate 
of a Cenſure. On the other hand, the Native 
who lives under an Expectation, would equally 
condemn me for my Taciturnity, ſhould I 1i- 
lently paſs by and imprint no Remarks on their 
Silty Sands, and Silver Streams. To this Di- 
lemma I am driven by the Cenſures of ſome, 
nor can I eſcape the Clamours of others: 
So that I ſail betwixt Sylla and Chbaribas. 
However, I ſhall uſe my beſt Endeavours to 
gratify both as near as [ can, and conſult the 
Mean and Mediums of Veracity, ſo far as Ex- 
perience and Diſcovery can inform me : So that 
I ſhall ſay bur little more than to tell the World 
that Kilmarnock, is an antient Corporation, 
crowded with Mechanicks and Brew-houſcs. 

Th. But that's not all. 4

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Ar. If not enough, then you muſt have 
more it ſeems ; and not only for your ſelf, but 
for thoſe that are more inquiſitous. And what 
will they fay 2 why you and they both will tell 
me, it's only rifling into Ruins. Nor indeed is 
it other, when 1n our Progreſs we proceed to 
prove little more, ſave only a diſcovery of Ru- 
ins and Decays- 

Th. Be it what it will however let us have it. 

Ar. Well then, if to go one ſtep further, 
ſurely it won't cripple me : let me tell you then, 
it's an Antient Manufactory. 

Th. And what of all that ? is this more than 
what we formerly knew ? 

Ar. It's more than I knew, that you knew ſo 
much. But this Diſcourſe, Theopbilws, better 
becomes an Antiquary, than one that queries : 
for ſhould [ but ſtep into her dirty Streets, that 
are ſeldom clean but on a Sun-ſhiny Day; or 
at other Times, when great Rains melt all 
the Muck, and forcibly drive it down their 
cadaverous Channels into the River Marr,whoſe 
Streams are fo ſullied then, that the River 
loſes its natural Brightneſs, till the Stains are 
waſh'd out, ſo become inviſible. All which to 
examine, is enough to convince you, that the 
Influence of Planets are their beſt Scavenger : 
for the Natives in this Northern Latitude, are 
naturally ſo additted to Idleneſs and Naſtineſs, 
that ſhould not the Heavens contribute the 
| Bleſſings of Rain, they would inevitably ſur- 

feit with their own Uncleanlineſs. 
Tb. All this we will grant you; the Foot- 
ſteps are evident. 

Ar. Where note, theſe Inhabitants dwell in

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ſuch vgly Houſes, as in my Opinion are but lit- 
tle better than Huts; and generally of a, Size, 
all built ſo low, that their Eves hang dangling 
to touch the Earth : nor are they uniform, nor 
bold they Correſpondency one with another : 
and' that which 1s worſe than all the reſt, is 
their noproportionate ill Contrivance ; becauſe, 
when to conſider a Dwarf of a Houſe, ſo co- 
vertd. over with a-Gigantick Roof. By which

Ar. I am thinking to do ſo, and proceed to 
diſcourſe this eminent Glaſgow. Which is a 
City girded about with a ſtrong Stone-Wall, 
within whoſe flouriſhing Arms, the Induſtrious 
Inbabitant cultivates Art to the utmoſt. There 
is alſo a Cathedral (but it's very Ancient) that 
ſands in the Eaſt Angle, ſuperviſing the Bulk 
of the City, and her ornamental Ports. More- 
over, there are two Pariſh-Churches; but no 
more to: the beſt of my. Obſervation. Then 
there is a College ; which they call an Univerſi- 
ty, but Fm at a ſtand what to call it, where 
one ſingle Coſlege tompleats a Univerſity. 

Now. let vs deſcend to deſcribe the Splendor 
and Gaity of this City of Glaſgow ; which ſur- 
paſſeth moſt, if not all the Corporations in 
Scotland, Here it is you may obſerve four large 
fair Streets, modeli'd, as It. were, into a ſpaci- 


| ous Quadrant ;' in the Centre whereof their 
| Market-place is fix'd ; near unto which ſtands a 


ſtately Tolbooth, a very ſumptuous, regulated, 
uniform Fabrick, large and lofty, moſt _— 
| SY. ouſly 


ouſly and artificially carved from the very Foun- 
dation to the Superſtrutture, to the great ad- 
miration of Strangers and-Travellers. But this 
State-houſe or T b, is their Weſtern Pro- 
digy, infinitely excelling the model and uſual 
built of Town-halls ; and is, without excepti- 
on, the Paragon of Beauty in the Weſt ; whoſe 
Compeer is no where to be found inthe North, 
| ſhould you rally the Rarities of all the Corpo- 
rations in Scetland. 

Here the Reader (irs poſſible ) may think I 
hyperbolize ; but let him not miſtake bimſelf, 
for I write no Ambiguities : Truth ſtands naked 
in plain Simplicity z and Partiality I abhor as 
a baſe Impoſture. He that reads my Relati- 
on, and the Morals of this famous Glaſgow, 
will vindicate my Deſcription, and place the 
Fault to him that invents the Fable ; for it's op- 
poſite to my Genius, asalſo to my Principles, 
either to deface a beautiful Fabrick, or contract 
a Guilt by magnifying is beyond its due Me- 
rit. I have, and therefore ſhall, as near as [ 
can, in an equal Poize ballance things aright. 
Permit me therefore, as a Licentiat, to read 
you but a ſhort, yet pertinent Lefure, and Ile 
tell you what Entertainments we met with in 
Glaſgow, as alſo what hopes we have to meet 
- with the like in the Circuit of our intended 
Northern Progreſs. But this I offer to the Du- 
bious only ; if peradventure there be any ſach 
as ſcruple, I'le refer them to the Natives to 
evidence for me, which I am ſatisfied they will 
with ten thouſand Manifeſto's.

conſiderable Advantage to the City-Inhabitants ; 
becauſe beſt with Privileges as - large, nay, 
larger than any other Corporation. © Moreover, 
they. dwell in the Face of France, and a: Free 
Trade, as I formerly told you. Nor is this 
ai}, for the Staple of their Country:confiſts of 
Linens, Friezes, Fars, Tartans, Pelts5 Hides, 
Tallow, Skans, : and\ various other ſmall: Ma- 
anfactures and Commodities, not comprehend- 
ed in this Breviat. Beſides, 1 ſhould remind 
you, that they generally exceed in gagd: French 
Wines, as they naturally ſuperabound with Fiſh 
and Fowl; ſome Meat does well with their 
Drink. And ſo give me leave to-finifh;my diſ- 
courſe of this famous Glaſgow; whaſe! Ports 
we relinquiſh to: diſtinguiſh thoſe Entertain- 
ments of . Dumbarton; always provided: we ſcat- 
ter ne Corn. DG: 10087-£ * 

. Th, What to think, or what to ſay: of this 
eminent Glaſgow, 1 know;not.; except te fancy 
a ſmell of my Native Country.:; The very Pro- 
ſpe&- of. this flouriſhing ' City, reminds: me of 
the beautiful Fabricks, avd-the florid [Fields in 
England, ſo that now: I- begin i to- expe a 
pleaſant Journey. - Pray tell me, Arnaldws, how 
many ſuch Cities ſhall we meet with in our 
Travels ; where the Streets-tand the Channels 
are ſo cleanly ſwept; and the Meat: in every 
Houſe 
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Houſe ſo. artificially dreſt ? the Linen I alſo 
obſerved was very neatly lap'd up; and, to 
their praiſe be it ſpoke, was Lavender proof : 
beſides, the People were decently dreſt, - and 
ſuch an exact Decorum in every Society, repre- 
ſents it to my apprehenſion an Emblem of Eng- 
Lend, though in ſome meaſure under a deeper 
Die. However I'le ſuperſcribe it the Nonſuch of 
Scotland ; where an Engliſh Floriſt may pick vpa 
Poſie : ſo that ſhould the refidue of their Cities 
in our Northern Progreſs ſeem as barren as un- 
cultivated Fields; and every Field ſo replen- 
iſhed with Thiſtles, that a Flower could ſcarce- 
ly flourjſh amongſt them, yet would l celebrate 
thy Praiſe, O Glaſgow, becauſe of thoſe plea- 
-ſant and fragrant Flowers that ſo ſweetly re- 
freſh*d me, and to admiration, ſweetned our 

preſent Entertainments, | 
Ar. Now the Day-ſtar ſprings, and the fla- 
ming Steeds of the Sun invite our departure. 
The Smiles of the Weather prognoſticate we 
ſhall reach Dumbarton in very good time ; whece 
we may redreſs and refit ſuch Tackle, as ſhall 
ſerve to accommodate both our Art and. Ex- 
erciſe : for near to thoſe famons and flouriſh- 
ing Ports, there glides a rapid and perempto- 
ry Riyer, that gulphs forth of the Bowels of 
Loemon, repleniſhed with Trout ; and beyond 
_ all meaſure of incamparable Salmon, (if I cal- 
culate right) where we may ſport to Day, and

Theſe are thoſe natural, and not arti- 
ficial Pyramides, that have ſtood, for ought | 
know, ſince the beginnings of Time ; nor are 
they ſheltred under any Diſguiſe : for Nature 
her ſelf dreſt up this elaborate Precipice, with- 
out Art or Engine, or any other Manual, tall 
arriving at this greed of Beauty and Perfecti- 
on : and becauſe having Laws and Limits of 
her own, deſtinated by the Prerogative Royal 
of Heaven, ſhe heap'd up theſe Maſly inacceſ- 
ſble Pyramides, to invalidate Art, and all its .

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© Aquil. Aboveall Men you are fortunate ; for 
had you ſtudied an Age to time your Buſi- 

neſs for a Day*s Diverſion, the Heavens covld 
not ſhine Stars more propitious. Do but ſee 
how the Ground is chap'd and parch'd, and the 
Strearms ſo lean and barren of Soil, as well they 
may, for no moiſture has fallen to refreſh the 
Earth, nor drive down Soll to recruit the Ri- 
vers and feaſt the Fiſh, this Month or more, 
till yeſterday ; and then the Clouds began to 
dapple, the Face of the Firmament to lowre, 
-the Sky to diſcolour, the Air to moiſten, and 
the Spouts of Heaven ſeemingly to drop : yet

Then Pm for the Ground-bait, and 
I perſwade my ſelf it will turn to beſt Account, 
and prove moſt profitable to anſwer my Ex- 
peRation : For with bur three ſorrs of Fiſh we 
mult trifle our time ( vis. ) the ative Eel, the 
dextrous Trout, and the incomparable Salmon 3 
all which will as greedily purſue a Worm, as 2 
luxurious Appztite purſues his Paunch. Bring 
 bata Brandlin or rather a Gildtail, and try 
whether Trouygs be deſtitute of an Appetite. 


Th. They muſt have good Stomachs fure, if 
they be always cating. 
Ayu. You are waggiſh, Theopbilw, but really 
I am ſerious; for now we begin to diſcover 
thoſe ſilent and ſolitary Deeps, . thoſe rapid and 
ſwift Falls of Water, beſides thoſe ſtiff and 
ſtrong Streams, that invite us to treat the 
Family of Fiſh. So that 1 conceive it is almoſt 
impoſlible to direct a Line, and miſs a Reward : 
And the bottom, if you pleaſe, let us examine 
that with Ground-bait, to prove the Effects of 
our Art and Skill, to ſummons Contribution 
from ſo generous an Adventure. But if Mid- 
water we conſult, then I commend the Canker, 
with the Catter-pillar, or the Grub; or, if with 
a depinged Locuſt, you will not loſe your La- 
bour 3 nor will you ſtarve your Cauſe, if to ſtrip 
off the Legs of a Graſhopper. All theſe are 
excellent Baits, but the green Monker of the 
Owlder-Tree ſuper-excels them all. Then 
there's the Pink ( which you call a Minew) if 
diſplay*d with a Swivel at Mid-water ; or you 
may if you pleaſe drag him from the bottom of 
the Deeps, ſo glide him all along through the 
Region of Limpid Streains, the better to difſ- 
play this amorous Charm, ſo obtain the Poznr 
y the Mediums of Art, as already is adviſable 
by conſulting the Artiſt. | 
Th. Now | perceive we but trifle Time, this 
tedious Diſcourſe obſtruts Recreation. Let 
.us ſtretch. our Limbs with the length of the 
Streams z-, we have Day enough and pleaſant 
Weather, why then ſo vainly to procraſtioate 
Timewith flattering Thoughts of ſuggeſted En- 
zoyments, 'which ſignify no more Chan Honour 
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in Dreams ? Come, my Friends, let us reform 
that Error by the Progreſs of Art. ' So that if 
our Labours be ſpent to advantage, and our 
ſelves, like Artiſts, ſufficiently recompenſed by 
the Rod z we may ſport the Day away, and 
lengthen our Expectation,that to Morrow?s Re- 
creation, if the Seaſon favour us, may glut us 
with Pleaſure, and burden us with Spoil.

ſents. Nor got our Ship.the Mediums of Mo- 
tion, but by Argumencof Force (uot of Arcil- 
lery) which#orced her by- graduate. Means, till 
arrivingin This Nefs, .obyious to all Men, 1 

And-this is that famous: and renowned Lough 
Neſs ( Loemon excepted) inferiour. to none In 
the Kingdom of Scotlavg; whoſe Streams are 
ftrewed with Eel and Trout, whilſt her Deeps 
-are ſalaced with the race of Salmon whoſe 
Fertil: Banks & ſhining Sands are hourly moiſtned 
by this ſmall Mediterrane : which I fancy is be- 
fieged with Rocks and'/Mountaigs 3 whilſt her 
pr Shores _ in the hgh by the 
frigid Lungs of bloſtrang Boreas, that perplexes 
her Banks, and maſquerades her Racks with a 
Criſtalline Hue of poliſhed Ice. Where the 
Tritons & Sea-Nymphs ſport themſelves on the 
flippery ' Waves, /founding an Invaſion to her 
"Sl | | moyeable 
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moveable Inmate; ſuppoſed by ſome, | 
floating lfland. f prog 

Th. Do theſe fair Mountains that interdict 
the Dales, ſurvey the forcible Streams of 1n- 
werneſs ? 

Ar. Yes ſorely, theſe Torrents, which you 
now diſcover, frequently waſh the Walls of 
Inver ſneſs (a derivative from Lough Neſs) at the 
Weſt end whereof Rands a diminutive Caſtle, 
about a Mile diſtant from that magnificent Cita- 
del, that ſubjets thoſe precarious Northern 
Highlanders. This Inverneſs, or Model of Anti- 
quity (whick we now diſcourſe) {tands com- 
modioully ſituated for a Highland Trade ; de- 
fended with a weather-beaten tottering Wall 
that's defaced with Age and the Corruptions of 
Time, where yet there remains. two Pariſh- 
Churches : But I remember a third that was a 
kind of a Cathedral or Collegiat-Church, that 
now like old Troyfleeps in Duſt and Aſhes, as 
part of the Walls do, charging Time and Neg- 
let with their tottering Decays. 
 Northand by Eaſt, near the forcible Streams 
of the Neſs, ſtands the Fortreſs, or Pentagon, 
drawn out by regular Lines, built all with Stone, 
_ and pirt about with a Graff, that commodes it 
with a convenient Harbour. The Houſes in 
this fair Fortreſs are built very low, but uni- 
form ; and the Streets broad and ſpacious, with 
Avenues and Intervales for drilling of Foot, or 
drawing up Horſe. I muſt confeſs, ſuch and fo 
many are the Advantages and Conveniencies 
that belong to this Citadel, it would be thoughr 
fabulous, if-but to numerate them : for that end 
I refer my ſelf to thoſe that haye inſpeQted her

counted many times five hundred at a Draught ; 


Magazines, Providores, Harbours, Vaults, 
Grafts, Bridges, Sally-Ports, Cellars, Baſti- 
ons, Horn-works, Redoubts, Counterſcarps, &c. 


. Ocular Evidence is the beſt Judg, and gives the 


plaineſt demonſtration z which, without diſ- 


-Pute, will interpret this formidable Fortreſs a 
\ Strength Impregnable; and the Situation, as 


much as any, promiſes Security, by reaſon its 
ſurrounded with boggy Moraſles 3 ſtanding in 
Swamps, 0n an Iſthmus of Land, that divides the 
Neſs from the Orchean Seas. 

Yet here is one thing more among our Nor- 
thern Novelties very remarkable ; for here you 
ſhall meet with a wooden Bridg to convoy you 
over the rapid Neſs; but certainly the weakeſt, 
in my Opinion, that ever ſtradled over ſo ſtrong 
a Stream. However, it {erves to accommodate? 
the Native, to thoſe pleaſant and fragrant Mea- 
dows, North- and North-Weſt, that direct to 
the-demoliſhments of the Caſtle of Lover, near 
to which ſtand-the Antiquities of Brawn, plan- 
red upon the brow of a conſiderable Bank, 
that hangs, one. would think, ore a ſpacious 


River, above all- in Scorland, repleniſhed with 


Salmon : whoſe numbers are numberleſs, if not 


+1mPproper to ſay ſo; and careleſs of their Lives, 
;They caſt them away. 


I muſt confeſs, the. ſtrength of ſuch ſtrange 
Reports, oftentimes meets with a foreign Faith, 
that raiſes more Scruples than Arguments can 


anſwer. And ſoit hapned to me at firſt, till 
conpinced by-ſome Perſons of conſiderable Re- 


putation, that when' the Fiſher-men with their 
Sanes have drawn theſe Streams, they have 


the 
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the Truth of which Relation, ſhould any Man 
doubt of, they are ready to aſſert and vindicate 
the Truth on't by pregnant Demonſtration. 
However it ſhaked my Credulity at firſt, though 
poſlibly it may remove the Jealouſy of another, 
if when provided with Patience he can ſuſpend 
his ſuſpicion till better inform®d, or confirm 
himſelf of the plenty of Salmon in theſe re- 
mote Northern Parts. For I grant, others 
with my ſelf of' a like Perſwaſion may queſtion 
this Report, till convinc'd by the Truth of O- 
cular Demonſtration ; that theſe Northern 
Rivers are the Riches of the Country. 

Here the Salmon relinquiſh the Salts, becauſe 
by the Porpoſles purſued up the Freſhes ; juſt 
ſo the Shad is chaſed by the Sturgeon, and ſo 
are the ſmaller Fry by the ravenous Pike : Na- 
ture directs Self-ſecurity, and nothing ſtands 
in competition with Life. Where note, the Sal- 
mon are compell'd to deſert the Deeps, and 
ſeek ſanCtuary from the ſandy Sholes z as I my 
ſelf and others have often obſerved the Por- 
poſles purſue them in the frothy foming 
Waves of the Neſs, for it may. be ſome :wo or 
three Miles together ; till their Strength impa- 
ring, which oft-times compels them to court 
the Shores, though with hazard of Life. And 
ſometimes they meet with a Precipice of Rocks 
(as theſe at Brawn) which with an impoſlibility 
they perpetually attempt, though to no purpoſe 
' as to Self-ſecurity. 

This Oracle explicated, who ſo incredulous 
to doubt or diſpute the Truth of my Relation ? 
for no Man certainly was more averſe than my 
{cif, to affix a Credit vpon a ſingle Report : _

ofcen oppoſed, and doubted by my Self. In this 
Pontus C ambroſie (in the famous Neſs) you ſhall 
obſerye three Tides meet every twelve Hours : 
and when they meet, by reaſon of their inter- 
changeable Stteams mingling together, make 
ſuch Convulfions and violent Eruptions, as 
dam up the Shores, and make the Pallage cx- 
ceeding hazardous ; eſpecially for ſmall Boats 
that croſs the Neſs, if there do but the leaſt im- 
p:tuity of Winds hover in the Air. 

Th. This is very remarkable, for the Porpol- 

ſes to purſue the Salmon aſhore. | 
Ar. But fo it is: beſides, in the midſt of 
Cambroſia is a white Spumation, or a frothy fo- 
ming ſparkling Spry, that reſembles Ya la7ea , 
©ccalioned, as you ſee, from luxuriant Tides, 
and aggravating Winds; that violently con- 
tra the Surff of the Sea, and ſo amalgamizes 
them together, that neither the one nor the 0- 
ther can divide, nor expatiate it elf, till inevi- 
tably ſack'd upinto the Bowels of the Ocean. 
Th. I fancy this Helleſpont of Pontus Cambro- 

ſia, a repreſentation of the chalky Mount in 

Barbardoes ; becauſe of its poliſh'd glittering 
. Whitenels. ,

Ar. I remember as we paſs'd this hazardous 
Charibds, the Velltl that conveyed us was in 
danger to overſet, by reaſon the Porpoſſes vent- 
ed ſo yehemently at the Stem of our Boar, in- 
ſomuch that one of them had almoſt invented 
his Paſſage amongſt vs 3 which if _he bad, there 
was no way but one; and that way was un+- 
equal to exchange of Elements. But at laſt 
we concluded if the Boat ſhou!d miſcarty, to 
lanch forth into the Deeps, and Hero it over. 
. Some then I fancy would haye made 
brave Ducks and Drakes. | 

Ar. 1Cs no matter for that, the uſe of Blad- 

ders had been out of Faſhion. Now no ſooner 
we arrived at the deſired Shore, but with friend- 
ly Congratulations we fluted one another ; 
diſtourſing our hazardous Paſlage, and this 
pleaſant Country (or lithmus of Laid) beſieged 
'with Sea ; becauſe having Port«s ſ/alutis on the 
North and by Eaſt; Cambreſis on the South ; 
and the Weſtern parts all guarded with inacceſ- 
ſible Rocks and Mountains facing the Fields of 
&tr anauer. : 

Th. Here's another Helleſþont ; muſt we croſs 
this alſo ? : 

Ar. Yes ſurely, we muſt croſs this rugged 
Ferry, eſpecially if intending the Bounds of 
Imerbrachy, in the cultivated Fields in the Coun- 
try of Roſs ; where the Rocks are undermin*d 
by the Sea Quellem, that ſerves for a Filtre to. 
riddle the Ocean, and ſeparate her ſaline bri- 

' niſh Taſte, from thoſe more ſweet and luſcious 
Fountains ; where the Inhabitants will flatter 
you with an abſurd Opinion (an old Traditi- 
on received from their Anceſtors) that the 
| Earth 
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Earth in Roſs hath an antipathy againſt Rare, 
as the Iriſh Oak has againſt the Spider *' And 
chis Curioſity, if you pleaſe to examine, you 
may, for the Natives do ; but had they aſſerted 
there were no Mice in Roſs, every Tongne had 
contfradifted them. Now Mice and Rats are 
Couſin-German, eyery Body knows that knows 
any thing, and for the. moſt part keep Houſe 
together : But what difference has hapned a- 
mongft them here, as to make ſuch a Feud in 
this Country of Roſ7, that the Rats in Ro/5 
ſhould relinquiſh their Country, and give poſ- 
ſeſſion wholly to the Mice; this is a Myſtery 
that 1 anderſtand not. 

_ Beſides this fond Opinion of the Natives 
hereabouts, ſome others more remote (as ig- 
- . norant as themſelves) tranſport the Earth of 

Roſs into moſt parts of Scotland ; perſwading 
themſelves, that if they do but ſprinkle it in the 
Fields, Fens, Moors, Mountains, Moriſh or 
Boggy Grounds, (all is one as to that) for it al- 
ters not the Property, nor does it diminiſh the 
Quality, nor impair” the Virtue, but that ſtill 
it retains a certain antipathy againſt that enor- 
mous Vermin the Rat, nay, the very ſcent on't 
ſhall force him to become an Exile. This odd 
kind of Creed they had when 1 was reſident 
amongſt them ; yet to the beſt of my Obſerva- 
_ tion, I never ſaw a Rat; nor do.l remember of 
any one that was with me ever-did** but for 
- Mice, I declare, fo great is their plenty ; that 
were they a Commodity, Scorlard. might boaſt 
on't. And that they have Owls with Horns, 
ſame favour the Report; yet are they©not 


Horns, but as like Horns as any thing that are 
| — | not 
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not Horns ;, nor is it any other than a ſort of 
Feathers, that's clung*d and twiſted ſo natu» 
rally together, that repreſents the-Idiom or 
Form-of a Horn, if when to obſerve them at a 
reaſonable diſtance, which ſeemingly beautifies 
the Ivy-buſh, as Horns adorn the Head of a 
Boffulo. | 

The next Curioſity to entertain you with, is 
the Country of Southerland; which we enter by 
croſling a ſmall Arm of the Ocean from Tainto 
Dornoch. So from thence we travel into Cath. 
neſs, and the Country of Stranavar ; where a 
rude ſort of Inhabitants dwel), (almoſt as. bar- 
barous as Canibals) who when they kill a Beaſt, 
boit him in his Hide, make a Caldron of his 
Skin, Browis of his Bowels,Drink of his Blood, 
and Bread and Meat of his Carcaſe. Since few 
or none amongſt them hitherto have as yet 
underſtood any better Rules' or Methods. of 
eating. More North in an Angle of Cathneſs, 
lives Fobn a Groat,upon an Iſthmus of Land that 
faceth the pleaſant Iſles of Orkzey ; where the 
Inhabitants are bleſt with the plenry of Graſs 
and Grain ; beſides Fiſh, Fleſh, and Fowl in 
abundance. Now that Barnicles (which are a 
certain ſort of woodenGeeſe) breed hereabouts, 
it's paſt diſpute ; and that they fall off from 
the Limbs and Members of the Fir-tree, is que- 
ſtionleſs ; and thoſe ſo fortunate to eſpouſe the, 
Ocean (or any other River, or humitaCtive Soil) 
by virtue of Solar He3t are deſtinated to live j 
but to all others ſo unfortunate to fall upon dry 
Land, are denied their Nativity. 

Tb. Can you credit your own Report ; ordo 
you impoſe theſe TI PRINEs ironically p_

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the' World, deſignedly/to make Scot/and-appear 
a Kingdom'of Prodigies ? © 

Av. No certainly! and that there is ſuch a 
Fowl I ſuppoſe-none donbts it 3 but if any; do; 
let'him reſort to Cambeen, Spred, or Gerhard's 
Herbal, and there he ſhall-find that in Lanca- 
ſhire, thouſands were gathered up, adhering to 
the broken Ribs of a: Ship' wreck'd upon that 
Coaſt; bot theſe are-nor like the Barnicle Geeſe 
that I ſpeak of: the like Accident hapned in Kent 
ſometitne paſt, and in'many'other parts of: Eng- 
laid, &c. So that few Ingenious/and Intelligible 
Travellers doubt a'Truth in this Matter ; and 
the rather, becauſe if ſedulouſly. examined, it 
diſcovers a want of Faith to. doubt what's con- 
firmed by ſuch credible Authority. Buv if 
Eye-ſight be” Evidehce againſt ContradiCtion, 
and the Senſe of Feelingargument good enough 
to refute Fiction, then let me bring' theſe two 
convincing Arguments to maintain my Afſer- 
tion; for | have held a Barnicle in my own 
Hand,when as yet unfledg'd, and hanging by the 
Beak, which asI then ſuppoſed of the Fir-tree ; 
for it grew from' thence, as an Excreſcence 
grows on the Members of an Animal : and as 
all things have Periods, and in Time drop off, 
ſo does the Barnicle by a natural Progreſs ſe- 
parate it ſelf from the Member irs conjoin'd

cauſe not a6 yet having any ſpark of Life hi- 
therto diſcovered to ſhine about her. Then, 
like the Leaves in O&eber that leiſurely drop 
off (fince predeſtinated to fall) even ſo the Bar- 
nicle drops off from the Twig of the Tree to 
which Nature had faſtned her, and gave her 
a Growth, and an inanimate Being. Where 
note, to ſo many as providentially fall into 
Water, ProteCtion is immediately ſent them 
to live; but to all others as accidentally en- 
counter dry Land, ſuch I preſume are doom®d 
to die without Redemption. And though ſome 
of them are commillioned to live, yet how 
difficulc is 1t to preſerve Life, when hourly ſought 
after by the luxurious Devourer ? 

Th. However, let not our diſcourſe of Geeſe 
diſcover us ungratetul tothe Inbabitants. For 
it were Madneſs more than good Mariners, not 
to acknowledg Civilities from a People that ſo 
clyilly treated us. 

Ar, Civility wanting, we are wanting to 
our ſelves; when too much of Self bars the 
Fruits of Society. Now we tread on the Bor- 
ders of 'Sowetherland, that of ri2it belongs to the 
Earl of Southerland, whoſe eldeſt Son 1s born 
Lord of Stranavar. On the top of that little 
Hill, ftands little Dan Rebin; it's a Caltle, 
though but a ſmall one z; where the Earl him- 
ſelf inhabits. But that other great Houſe, or 
rath: r ſome piece of Decays, they call it Sk:bvo ; 
but tnere is yet another ruinous Caſtle that 
ſtands on the brow of a lofty Hill, and that they 
call Skelbo. Theſe are ail the Caſtles, and molt 
eminent Fabricks ia Seurherland, to the beſt of 
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The next thing we meet with is the Lough 
Brorob, that ſpouts forth a River tnto the Bow- 
els of the Occan. This Lough tis deep, bur not 
ſo large as the Neſs, (clevated in 59 Degrees 
North Latitude) but very full of Salmon and 
though the River ſeems to have rapid Streams, 
yet the Tides influence them every twelve Hours. 
I mention this Broroh, for no other purpoſe, 
than to reflect on her plenty of Salmon, 
where they barrel up for France, and other parts 
annually, (as reported) ſo much Salmon as a- 
mounts to three hundred pound Sterling a Year ; 
and the price of a Salmon (among themſelves) 
ſeldom exceeds one ſingle Denare. Where not 
the Profits of this contemptible Broroh, are 
farm'd by the Inhabitants inhabiting here- 
abouts, but the Propriety belongs to the Earl of 
Southerland. But Dornoch 1s all the Corporati- 
ons In Soxtherland, of which Juſticium I have 
but little to ſay. 

Th. And where are we now ? 

Ar. On Terra firma, where ſhould we be ? 
and this 1s the Town of Tay in Reſs, that equa- 
lizeth Dornsch for beautiful Buildings ; and as 
exemplary as any Place for Juſtice, that never 
uſe Gibber nor Halter to hang a Man, but ſacks 
a!l their Malefaftors, ſo ſwims them to their 
Graves. Now the moſt ſpacious and eminent 
Fabricks ia Roſs, are Tarbet, ſituate near the 
Sea; Mees, bordering vpon Lough Loon; Bal- 
nagoon,a ſtrong Fabrick on the brinks of Clowd; 
Fowlds, a great Houſe not far from Brawn ; In- 
_ nerbrachy, a Mannor near Poreus Salutu ;, Mil- 
ton, a Caſtle oppoſite to Cromerty. Theſe Fa- 
bricks are the Strength, and Ornament of Roſs. 

| Beſides 
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Beſides here are Eagles, Signets, Falcons, Swans. 
Geeſe, Goſlander, Duck and Malard, Teal, 
Smieth, Widgeon, Seapyes, Sandelevericks,green 
and gray Plover, Snite, Partridg, Curlue, 
Moorgame, and Grows; but I remember no 
Pheaſant in this Bill of Fare. 

This is that famous Ports Salurrws, accommo- 
dated with Fowl to that degree, as their nume- 
rous Covies darken the Firmament ; and fo re- 
pleniſhed with Fiſh, as no part of Scoeland can 
boaſt of. Oyſters the belt in the North, are 
dragg'd forth with Dravs from her Owſey 
Bottoms, And for Crabs, Lobſters, Perewin- 
kles, &c. in regard ſo plentiful and common, 
are but of little value. Bur what have Lto do 
to diſcourſe a Country, where Eggs are fold 
for twenty four a Penny, and all other Accom- 
modations proportionable ? This 1 preſume is 
no dear Entertainment z nor ever expect to 
have it cheaper when we leave theſe plentiful 
Borders of Roſs, to traverſe the more Southern 
Parts of Scotland, as our Gnomen directs to the 
fertil Shores of Cromerty. 

Th. And why the fertil Shores of Cromerty ? 

Ar. Becauſe their Shores are uncapable of 
freezing » for no Snow lies here, though bor- 
dering almoſt on the frigid Zone ; nor does Ice. 
incruſtate the Earth near rhe Shores : for the 
very Sands are ſo contempered from a natural 
innate Quality of Warmth, occaſioned it's poſ- 
ſible from rhe Salinity of the Ocean, which 
_ ſuddenly diſſolves the Snow thar falls, preanti- 
cipating the formation of Froſt, or any ſuch 
like Coagulum, And this is the reaſon her 
Shores are enrich'd with Fertility, were but the

| People poliſh'd with Art and Agriculture ; for 


were it fo, I ſhould then conclude them bleſt 
with a delightful Proſpz&, that flows from the 
fluctuating Generoſity of Porrs Salntr, 

Th. 1s this the Caſtle, and the Coaſt of Cre- 
merty ? How do the People do to free themſelves 
from the Depredations of the Highlanders. 

Ar.. Well enough; it's morally impoſlible it 
ſhould be otherwile, except Nature ;run retro- 
grade : I know no other diſtinction, than be- 
low and above Stairs ; but I ſhonld have told 
you (ſince a received Opinion) that the preat- 
eſt plenty of Fiſh and Fowl that belongs to 
Scotland, falls in -or near this Ports Salutis ; 
where Lobſters are ſometimes ſold for Bodles 
a piece; bur for Crabs, Perewinkles, and va- 
rious other Shell-Fiſh, as Cockles, and Muſſels 
&c. the Natives are not nice to ſhare ſuch 
Entertalnments amongſt Strangers ; meaning 
ſuch as cruiſe all along their Coaſt, till the Sea- 
ſon of the Year compels them off. 

Th. It's a pleaſant part of a Country, I con- 
feſs, though methinks ir ſtands almoſt out of 
the World. 

Ar, Let it ſtand as it will ſtand, it ſtands 
well enough, by reaſon it borders ſo near the 
Highlands. | 

Th. Why then it will look further off from 
Home. For theſe Highlands to my thinking but 
repreſent a part of the Creation left undrelt : 
As ſome great and magnificent Fabrick is ere- 
&ed, you know abundance of Rubbiſh is lefr to 
remove; ſol fancy thoſe H:gblands appear to 
me, becauſe wanting Ornament, and deſtitute 
cf Cultiyatioa. - 

Y. 
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Ar. \'You' ſhall bin it:on your own Terms, 
as void-of Form as the Natives are indigent of - 
Morals and good Manners. However, :from 
theſe eminent Rocks -we deſcry the Ocean, and 
.the Ships ſometimes as they cruiſe upon the 
Coaſt. 'But now the Air that was ſerene, is 
thickned, I fancy, and ſtruck with impreſſions 
'of :Cold ; for the Wrack of Clouds begin to 
* roll about, variouſly intermingled with a rapid 
'Motion ; and the lower Region ſwells and looks 
big, bur the Nights direct [to an equal Pro- 
portion with the Days: ſo that obſerving 
the Summerin a declining poſture, what think 
you -of fixing our Inclinations Southward ? 
And in our Countermarch, take. a breviate of 
all the Rivers, Rivulets, Cities, Citadels, Ca- 
es and Corporations, that lie in our way, 
till we face their magnificent Metropolis of 
Eaimburgh. 

Th. | approve of the Motion well enough, it 
comports with my Inclination. 

Ar. Let us then proceed methodically, and 
commence with the Caſtle of Cromerty, where 
the Laird Vrquart lived in his Life-time ; who 
had twice twenty Children ſtanding art once be- 
fore him; but thirty were Sons, and ten of 
them Daughters; and all at the State of Men 
and chan yet not one natural Child amongſt 
them (as I was told). Now this venerable 
Laird of Urquart lived to the utmoſt Limitand

Th. Why then was his Book doom'd to be 
ſtuft'd with nothing bur fantaſtical fabulous Fi- 
ctions ? 

Ar. Becauſe his Country-men thought it too 
ambiguous for any Man to trace his Pedigree 


from Paradiſe. 
Th. Was that all ? had they no Antiquaries 


amongſt them ? But hold a little, what Place 
is this ?

The famous Elgin, ſituated on a Level, 
and beſieged round about with flouriſhing Corn- 
fields ; whoſe ſpacious Ports ſurround a Cathe- 
dra#tg:: blotted and blurr'd by the Dates of 
Time. | | 

Th. However it appears that ſome eminent 
CharaCters are left yet to evidence the Foot- 
ſteps of ſuperannuated Curioſity, and inform us 
the Antiquity of her original Luſtre. - 
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And that is all ; bur-not Lnftre enough lefe 

to vie with the -paity of :thoſe famous 'lmbel- 
liſhments of Weſtminſter-Chappel: that 'Ora- 
cle ſtrikes all Strudtures dumb, and 1s theiNon- 
fachof Emrope, nay, allithe World ; Models of 
it have been tranſported into Foreign Parts, 
and'equally admired, with Olzver's Medals.

Ar. But not to parallel that unparallel'd Cu- 
 riofity, the illuſtrious Chappel-Royal of King"s- 
Colledg in Cambriap. 

Th. Yet is there a Beauty in Elgin's Antiqui- 
ties; therefore it's a Vanity beyond Tgnorance, 
and'a 'Preſumption beyond Pardon, ſhould any 
pretend to ourvie it in 'Scotland. 

Ar. | muſt confeſs that imbeliſh®d Fabricks 
are more my Admiration than perplexed Con- 
troverſies. What profit 15 there in unprofita- 
ble Diſputations ? That Genius to me ſeems diſ- 
1ngenious and turbulent, that is always angling 
in tempeſtuous Streams. Qur occaſion invites 
us to'Recreation, not Riot. To a Deſcription 
of the -Conntry ; not to repiſter her Faults, 
and obliterate her Favours. What have we to 
do with Secular Afﬀairs? the Management of 
Kingdoms and National Concerns is nothing our 
Buſineſs; nor need ovr Curioſity inſpe&t the 
Artificers of the Law that fleece [the Country, 
- whilſt Presbyter Fohn writes his Funeral-Epitaph 
with Jure Divino. _ Th. 


Th.. Our Diſcourſe I perceive, if we be not 
mindful, will bring us about; however, the 
beſt ont is, here are no Hedges to turn us. 

Ar. No, here's an open Paſſage to the glit- 
tering Streams of Treſpey, that generouſly ac- 
commodates the Angler, whilſt the Natives fre- 
quently conſult the Net, for the Treaſures of 
Pearlſtudiouſly concealed in the gravelly Deeps. 
Why ſhould Nature's Ornaments want Admi- 
ration, or the induſtrious Angler the Fruition 
of Contemplation ? 

Th. What fair Fabrick is that which ſtands 
before us ? 

Ar. Bogagieth, the Marqueſs of Huntly's Pa- 
lace, all built with Stone, facing the Ocean ; 
whoſe fair Front (ſet Prejudice alide) worthily 
deſerves an Engliſh Man's Applauſe for her lof- 
ty and majeſtick Towers and Turrets, that 
ſtorm the Air; and ſeemingly make dints in 
the very Clouds. At firſt ſight, I mult confeſs, 
it ſtruck me with admiration, to gaze on ſo 
gawdy and regular a Frontiſpiece ; more eſpe- 
clally when to conſider it in the Nook of a Na- 
tion, Nor do I know any reaſon, but that 
every Engliſh Man ſhould advance a due pro- 
portion of Scotland's Fame, as freely and can- 
didly as of his own native Country; provided 
the Kingdom of Scotland deſerve it.

Th. Are theſe thoſe Savanna's ſo enrich'd 
with Rivulets, and every Rivulet ſtock'd with 
Trout ? Do theſe purling Streams proclaim a 
Plenty, and does not every Shore ihine with 
ſilver Sands, whilſt the craggy Clifts ſtand bur- 
den'd with Trees ? 

Ar. It anſwers your Deſcription; as the 
Tower of Straboggy ſeems impregnable, yet 
Marqueſs Argile once earth'd ſo deep in't, that 
all the Clan of the Gordons could not under- 
mine him, -notwirchſtanding their Popularity, 
and Relidence about 1t. 

Th. What cauſed the Difference, could not 
the Law reconcile them ? , 

Ar. No nor the Goſpel neither ;, if when to 
conſider their Difference in Opinion, for the 
Gordons you muſt know are profeſt Roman- 
Catholicks ; and Scotland, nay all the World 
knows that the Campbels are Presbyterians. Now 
© the firſt won't live without a Univerſal Biſhop, 
and the laſt can't live without a Parochial 
Prieſt ; 
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Prieſt; what think you now, are they like to 
agree ? | 

Th.-No, I think not, if they hold to the 
Point. 

Ar. Let the Point be what it will, theſe are 
the ſtately Turrets of Srraboggy, where | fancy 
the Bogs would battle our Horſes, did not a 
Countermarch towards our native Country 
ſweeten the Toil. So our delicious Fragrancies, 
were they ſtuck in theſe Northern Fields, would 
certainly perfume them. 

Th. You have eminent Thoughts of Home ; 
but how will it happen to us here, coming ſo 
unexpectly upon our Landlord ? 

Ar. Trouble not your ſelf with that Afair,for 
he.is never unprovided of good Entertainment. 

Th. Nor I of an Appetite, for my Stomach 
ſtands Sentinel. 

Ar. So does mine, to encounter good Com- 
mons. 

Th. How vainly do we flatter our ſelves, that 
in theſe ſolitary Fields, immur'd with Moun- 
tains and beſieg'd with Bogs, where Heath and 
Haddir are the height of our Horſes, there to 
expect Moor-fowl and Manchet inſeparable 
Companions ? No no, let a Diſh of Sewins 
ſerve us for Supper, rather than dream of a 
delicious Regalia; and inſtead of an Olio, a 
broil'd Haddock ; or it may be a Scots Collop, if 
wecan get it. But Ile welcome any thing that 
comes ſeaſonably to thaw the Icicles that flatten 
the edg of my Appetite; ſothat now if only to find 
the People courteous, tho not over-curious, and 
their Pantries provided with Meat,tho themſelves 
be deſtitute of Manners, it matters not. We 
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are. capable enough to diſtinguiſh Academies 
from Ale-houſes, and Change-Houſes from a 
Royal Exchange. What matters it then for 
Cooks, where every Man may dreſs his own 
Commons ? and let the Proviſion of this day's 
Exerciſe (if Trout and Plover be Food fit for 
Travellers) be my care; and Te ſuperviſe the 
Roaſt, whilſt you reſt your ſelf, and ſend you 
Summons upon the firſt ſavory Scent. 

Ar. You have very well contriv*d to ſalute 
our Mouths with a Modicum, leſt our Appe- 
tites alienate ; for if faſting too long brings e- 
qual Danger with a Riot of Feaſting, a Surfeit 
of either may impare the Mediocrity of Health : 
for as the one uſhers in Fevers that terminate 
in Flames, fo the other, in regard of its moilt 
Frigidity, melts all the Members into a De- 
luge, by extinguiſhing the irradiating vital Heat 3 
which inſenſibly draws on'a deprav'd Fer- 
ment, preternatural to the Archeus or Rector 
of the Ventricle. Thus we range the World,

The 
Heavens ſhine their Bleſlings moſt propitiouſly 
vpon- us; but the Earth beyond diſpute will 
prove rugged and knotty, (ſince reflefting on 
my ſelf ) that from Srraboggy to Aberdeen,;there's 
not a more irregular Path in Scotland.

On the 
other hand, where Humility is celebrated to 
Piety ; there Content dwells every-where in an 
humble Breaſt z and Humility and Penitency, 
like Links concatinate, content themſelves with 
the garb of a Cottage. Thus we may read 
the State of the World : but that which I al- 
ways approved of as the beſt State, was to ſeek 
the Bleſſings of Content in eyery Condition. 
Then welcome Woods, Rocks, Rivers, Groves, 
Rivulets ; nay it's poſlible the very Shades of a 


Foreſt, in ſome meaſure anſwer to the Com- 
R forts 


Th. As you have given us a fair and large 


ſertions of Truth, not imaginary Fragments, 
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forts of Life ; and Life anſwers to the Ends of 
the great Creator. Conſider therefore ' that 
the Soul's great Diadem is Chriſt ; and Chriſt, 
by Wiſdom and Sandftification every Chriſtian 
knows, is God. And who but God created 
this ſtupendous Creation , and dreſt up this 
imbeliſh'd Fabrick of Heaven and Earth, when 
he made the Majeſty of bis Inviſibility viſible, 
and placed Man in this ſublunar Orb, to con- 
duct and manage his Fellow-creatures. But 
Man imprudently tranſgreſling, in. not anſwer- 
ing the glorious Ends of his Divine Creatton, 
in Obedience to the Commands of the Sove- 
reign Decrees of God, the Almighty diſcharg- 
ed him the Soveralgnty of Government ; ſo ex- 
11d him from the glorious Sun-ſhine of Para- 
diſe.

was made to live by that Life that made him 3 
for it was the Will of the Supreameſt that 
made him, to ſhine a Ray of the Majeſty upon 
him, and penerate in him the glorious beauteous 
_ Ray of Himſelf. But this was done when the 
Divine Majeſty made Man abſolute Lord, and 
commiſſioned him Conduct- over all the Crea- 
tures. So that Adam was now a Divine Subſti- 
tute, becauſe the Divinity had divinely inſpired 
him, and ſtamp the Impreſs of his Royal Sig- 
net upon him, the lively Emblem and Character 
of Himſelf; whereby to demonſtrate in him a 
Sovereign Power over all the Families of Crea- 
tures that God had made, and by Wiſdom 
bleſs'd in, this ſtupendous Creation. So that 
you may read, Adam was made in the Likeneſs 
of his Maker ; but he begot in his own Likeneſs. 
This was once the bleſſed State of Adam, 
and a regenerate State (to be born again in 
Spirit). is the ſame with us now : for Primitive 
Purity can never be blotted out by National 
 Impiety. Nor ſhall Age, nor Time, nor Death 
it ſelf vacate the Luſtre and Glory of Chriſti- - 
_ anity : for as the Donation of Purity is the 
Royal Act of him that's pure, and lives for e- 
ver; ſo the Piety of Chriltianity ſhall out-live 
'all Ages, to the utmoſt Limit and Period of 
Time. Where note, the Primitive Times have 
liv'd till now ; and that that begot Time in 
the Boſom of Eternity, is Chriſt in «« the Hope 
of Glory. Why then do Chriſtians violate 
their Faith 2 Does it become vs to enſlave it by 
Luſt ? A proud Faith is as great a Contradiction, 
as an humble Devil. The glorious Hope we 
have of Paradiſe, Incites and invites Believers 
: tO 
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to the Duty of Repentance; and Repentance 
leads on to a humble Submiſſion, to cruriate our 
ſelves and this temporal State, that naturally 
reſigns upon every Aſſault of Death; for all 
complicated Elements melt into Obfcurity. © 

Shall the Clay rebel againſt the Potter that 
moulds it ? Shall Man reſiſt his Maker that made 
him ? Shall the Vice of the Times vote againſt 
Heaven ? and Impiety provoke us to mutiny 
againſt the Deity ? Muſt we learn no Language 
but Oaths and Imprecations ? and denounce no 
Diale&t but the Rhetorick of Hell? Can no 
bounds be put to luxurious Ambition ? nor any 
Limit to the impudent Impoſtor ? who has not 
conſidered the Body ſometimes diſeaſed, and 
how Death ſtands ready to blot out the Cha- 
racter of Life? ſo that if ill Symproms bur 
happen to invade us, the Grave immediately 
ſtands gaping ro devour us. Nor can our 
Limbs any ſooner be touched with the Cold 
and icie Finger of Death, but our vital Fires 
begin all toextinguiſk ; and the glorious ſhining 
Sparks of Life look languid ard dim; and (o 
by degrees loſe their ſparkling Luſtre. Then 
It is that the natural Artifice of Men and Means 
ſuddenly forſake us, and the ſecret Subrilries cf 
our deceitful Hearts baſely and cowardly re- 
nounce and deſert us. 

And then it is, that our truckling Faith pro- 
ſtrates a falſe Heart on the cold and frozen 
Altar of Deſpair > which formerly was the 
common Factorage, and Receptable of impure 
Flames, where we uſed to offer up adulterated 
Sacrifces, with impious Adorations, as the A- 
thenians did to unknown Gods, prophetically 
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Prognolticating our merited Deſtruftion. So 
that now. in a Clod, or lump of Clay, the luſtre 
of Life 1s ſilently ſealed up, and ſecretly con- 
veyed to the Sepulchres of Death ; and becauſe 
tranſlated from the beauteous Creation, is made 
ro ceaſe from a natural State, and embrace 
Corruption, and the putrid Grave in eternal 
ſilence ; where we ſhall never fee Light nor Day 
any more, nor with Sorrow or Reluctancy look 
back upon the anguiſh and anxiety of thoſe we 
formerly perſecuted by unjuſt Sentences 3 when 
as Judges .we ſat and perverted Judgment, yer 
' would ſeem to appear as Angels of Light. Bur 
{trip'd and ſtark naked the World now inſpects 
us, and all thoſe Graces that naturally adorn'd 
us, diſcover themſelves but perſonal Deformi- 
tics. So that Diſeaſe finds as little difhiculty to 
attempt us, as Death to encounter and over- 
cone us. For have not our ſenſual Guards all 
deciin?d us, and the Arguments 'of Senſe and 
Reaſon revolted from uz? Every Inſtrument 
and Organ has reclaim'd its natural Funttion, 
whereby we perceive our ſelves deſerted by the 
aCtive ſhining Motions of Life; and doom 'd 
ro Death by the Law of Sin, we ſubſcribe to the 
tatal Decrees of Mortality. 

O fatal flattering Impiety, where's all thoſe 
ſpecious Pretences of Purity that link?d and 1in- 
tail'd our ſuborn'd Inclinations to the gaudy 
Tewptations of luxurious Honour ? Whar if 
every Man had the Wealth of a Monarch, and 
as great as Alexander in Empire and Dominion ; 
and ſuppoſe his Domeſticks as numerous as the 
World, yet Death would arreſt him, and ſend 
him Summons to appear before Heaven's high 
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Tribunal, where he muſt anſwer for himſelf, 
and not another for him ; whilſt Conſcience, 
asSa bold and daring Accuſer, will accuſe -bim 
for the Deeds done here in the Body. So that 
as our Work was here upon Earth, ſuch alſo 
will be our Reward in Heaven. But how ſad 
will it be, when to behold the Portals of the 
New Jer»«ſalem firmly bolted and barrocaded 
againſt us; when to hear the dreadful and ir- 
revocable Sentence of eternal Excommunication 
paſs upon us, to be utterly ſecluded Society with 
the Saints, and denied Community with the 
bleſſed Angels, that perpetoally triumph with 
Seraphick Hallelvjahs as the Seraphims and 
Cherubims with heavenly Ejaculations, whilſt 
we are made to grope in Darkneſs unnutterable, 
and to lament there the Impiety of Life; and 
 debar'd Repentance after Death, becauſe to 
reject it when proftred unto us : for in the Grave 
there's no Contrition ; nor afcer Judgment is 

there any Revocation. | 
This is a ſad and deplorable Sentence, bz- 
yond the reach of Sorrow to contemplate : for 
if but to conſider the Janglinzs in Hell, and the 
murmuring Complaints of the Damned in Tor- 
ments, that belch out Blaſphemies to confirm 
their [mpieties 3 and by ſpiritual Pride prophane 
the Beauty of Holineſs; and would, if pol- 
ſible, corrupt the Creation, proſticuting to I- 
dols; and the Ides of Time; and as much as in 
them lies, peryert and poiſon the Sacred Ora- 
cles of Judgment and Juſtice. Bur what Tongue 
can expreſs the glorious Raptures, and beati- 
fical Viſions the Saints enjoy, with the Seraphick 
Harmony of the bleſſed Hierarchy 3 whilſt Pe- 
R 4 nitents 
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nitents paſs by the Gates of Hell, to the hea- 
venly triumphant Joys of Eternity. 
O what Love ſo convincing and ſtupendouſly 
manifeſt, as a Saviour to die for unregenerate 
Sinners! to affix himſelf to the Croſs of Death, 
to faſten our Souls to Eternal Life ! to load his 
Body with the Burden of Sin, to purchaſe. for 
Sinners the Seal of Redemption ! This is that 
great and ſublime Elixir, that tranſmutes our 
Nature into Divinity, Time into Eternity, 
and our Souls into Bimſelf; from which ſuper- 
eminent Heavenly State, there?s no relaxation, 
but an intire Unity and Community with God, 
for ever and ever to all Eternity. For as Light 
1s inſeparable from it ſelf, nor can Darkneſs 
co-mingle or incorporate with it ; ſuch is the 
Soul that 13 truly ſanCtified and ſprinkled with 
the Blood of this Miracle of Mercy, that never 
for the future can be ſeparated from its Savi- 
our : but as Sin hates the Light, becauſe the 
Lightdiſcovers its Darkneſs ; ſo-Light, becauſe 
its the Standard of Truth,_not only diſcovers 
but diſſipates the - Darkneſs. The Lamb of 
God is the Light of the World, that for-ever 
fl:ines, and for ever frees the penitent Soul 
from the Shades of Darkneſs. How great 
therefore muſt that Light be, rhat enlightnerh 
the World, and every Man that cometh into 
the World ? 
Now the true State of Felicity Is anly attain- 
able by Faith in Chriſt; and Faith directs to 
the Portals of Humility ; Humility to Piety ; 
and Piery leads on to the Duties of Charity, by 
a relipjous reſignation of our inglorious Will,to 
thc Glory of his Will that bore our Burden of 
SE SIN 
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Sin oh the Crofs. - Here let us ſigh down, if 
pollible, the Sins. of the Age, as Chriſt by the 
virtue of his pure Divinity depreſs'd thoſeMoun- 
tains of Sin in the World : then in obedience 
to this great Example, let us cruciate our 
ſelves, the better to enable us to triumph over 
Death : for to conquer Self, forceth the Devil 
to recoil; and to render the Vanities of this 
World contemptible, is to lead Hell and Capti- 
vity captive; which none but Chriſt can do, 
and has done : yet ought we to imitate our 
Leader, as true Volunteers of the Croſs, if we 
hope to imbrace the Royal Sanctions of him 
that bore his Croſs in a bloody Shower, for the 
Redemption of Mankind. This Irecommend to 
the Chriſtian Reader that follows the Lamb the 
Captain of our Salvation. 

Th. By this moſt excellent Deſcription of 
Man, he labours, I percetve,- under great An- 
Xicty, till Chriſt affix him by his Sovereign Ray 
of Light, whereby to illuminate and ſublime 
his immortal Soul into the everlaſting Arms of 
himſelf, the glorious Being of his all-glorious 
Father, where Time ſhall be no more : for Time 
is but the Child of Eternity. as is Generation the 
Child of Time.

lity viſible, which he eminently did when he 
manifeſted his glorious Inſide, by the MS 
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and Beauty of the external Outſide of this ty- 
pendous and moſt admirable Creation. 
Av. You bave ſum'd itup and ſaid no- 
thing but Truth ; and Trath is the Lpha and 0- 
vega; the Beginning of all Beings,and the End of 
all Times; the infinite Inviſibility made viſtble ; 
the immaculate Humanity clothed with Divini- 
ty 3 the Glory, Beauty and Wiſdom of the Fa- 
ther, the beatifical Viſton, the Light of the 
World that now. is, ever was, and for ever 
and ever wil} remain fo to be, when Death and 
Time ſhall be no more. And now give me leave 
to recommend unto you (moſt worthy your ob- 
ſervation) theſe general Rules for Fiſh and Fiſh- 
ing, with Directions alſo for Baits and Seaſons. 

Th. Be you my Tutor, and Vle be your Pupil. 


The SALMON. 


- Ar. As the Salmon is a Monarch and King in 
the Freſhes, ſo he is the ultimate Reſult of the 
Angler's Conqueſt. This Royal Game (all the 
Sammer-time) has his Reſidence in the rapid 
and forcible Streams in Rivers; but the Sea 
is his Santuary moſt Months in the Winter : 
So thar a Man may rattonally conclude, with- 
out a Parenthefis, that heis always to be found, 
though not always in Seaſon. Beſides, the 
Salmon is incident, as other Fiſh are, to various 
Accidents ; more eſpecially if we conſider the 
female Fiſh, who in the Spring (as other Fe- 
males do) drops her Eggs (but ſome call it 


Spawn) which makes her infirm: and if it ſo 


happen that ſhe lags þzhmd her natural Mate 1n 


the fall of the Leaf, ſhe is then prohibited the 
benefit 


benefit of Salt-water to bathe her Fins, and car- 
ry off her ſlimy Impurities, which is the natu- 
ral Cauſe of her kipperiſh Infirmity, that alters 
her delicate Proportion of Body, and blots out 
the beautiful Vermilian Stain and ſanguin Tin- 
ture of Blood, which vividly and tranſparent- 
ly ſhines through her rubified Gills z ſo that now 
ſhe begins to look languid and pale, her Fins 
they fag, and her Scales by degrees loſe their 
natural ſhining Brightneſs ; as alſo her regular 
and well-compos'd Fabrick of Body, looks 
thin, lean, and diſcoloured : and her Head thar 
grows big, and diſproportionable, as if di- 
ſtemper'd and invaded with the Rickets ; over 
whoſe Chaps bangs a callous Subſtance,not much 
unlike to a Falcon's Beak ; which plainly de- 
notes her out of Seaſon, and as plainly as any 
thing demonſtrates her Kippar. 

Now I come to nominate ſome eminent Ri- 
vers in England, that accommodate the Ang- 
ler with the Race of Salmon. Firſt therefore [ 
prefer the River Trexr, becauſe of her rapid 
and Oriental Streams z that never {ully them- 
ſelves, til] arriving near to the Shores of Gaznf- 
borough, where Trent oft waſheth her Banks 
with the Eagre, ſo glides immediately into the 
Arms of Humber. Next unto Trent, we pre- 
ſent you with the tranflucid elittering Streams 
of Severn, that not far from Briſtol mingle them- 
ſelves with the Ocean. Nor ſhall we omit 
thoſe torpid and melancho - Streams of Owſe, 
that gulph themſelves into Trene-fall. But of all 
Rivers that glide through the cultivated Fields 
in England, the bountiful, beautiful, and moſt 
1lluſtrious Thames has the Soveraignty of the 
relt 3 
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reſt ; becauſe her Streams influence not England 
only, but all the Banks and Shores in Exrope; 
and is without Precedent, becauſeof the excel- 
lency and delicacy of her Fiſh, more eſpecially 
below Bridg 3 where the Merchants turn Ang- 
> and _ their Lines as far a = 
Indies, Peru, the G anger, Mozembique, Barbary, 
Smirna, Alexanaria, ge rn Scandaroon, nl 
the wealthy Ports in the Univerſe. Theſe are 
the Fiſh that feaſt the Nation ; otherwiſe Eng- 
land_would be unlike it ſelf, if unhappily wanr- 
ing ſuch provident Anglers. | 
But Scotland has already received a Charatter 
of molt of her eminent Rivers and Rivulets, 
that waſh and moiſten her ſandy Shores 3 nor 
have I nominated more than four Metropolitan 
Rivers in England, that bathe her fertil and flo- 
rid Banks ; becauſe having a mind to ſtep into 
Wales, or the Suburbs of ir, to diſcover there a 
fingular Curioſity, which probably may puzzle 
the Opinion of Artiſts and others. Now one 
of theſe Rivers in called Wye, but the other 13 
known by the nawe of Vk- both which Rivers, 
as ] am told, incorporate themſelves on the 
Southſide of Adonmoneh. But the reaſon why 1 
mentioa theſe two eminent Rivers, is only in 
rcgard of their various entertainments, by rea- 
fon the Salmon there are always in Seaſon ; for 
the one ſupplies the Defects of the other. As 
thus for example; If when to conſider Wye: 
flouriſheth with Salmon, Uk as if no River, tis 
rarely diſcoursd of. On the contrary; when 
as Vs, ſends her Supplies to the bordering 1n- 
habitants, then is Wye as little as any thing 


thought of. By this Contrariety and Diverlity 
| or: 
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of Nature, the Natives may conclude that Win- 
ter and Summer give n6t only the Seafon to 
Salmon, but rather that they have Laws from 
the Streams they glide in ; or Wales differs from 
all the World. 

The next thing that falls under the Anglers 
Conſideration, is the Bait or Charm for the 
Royal Race of Salmon ; which I reduce under 
the Claſlis of two generals, viz. the Fly for Fro- 
lick, to flouriſh and ſport on the ſurface of the 
Streams z and the Ground-bait for Diverſion, 
when deſigning to drag at the bottom. But 
what if I direct you a central way, that in my 
Opinion upon approved Practice will intice him 
aſhore in Mid-water. Now if the Angler de- 
ſign that for his exerciſe, (in ſuch caſe) let him 
make proviſion of fair and large Minews, ſmall 
Gudgeons, or a diminutive Dace, (with the ar- 


tificial uſe of the Swivel to flouriſh his Bait) 


the Brightneſs or Gloomineſs of the Day con- 
ſidered : But if the Ground-bait be intended, 
which always ſucceeds beſt in diſcoloured Wa- 
ters ; then in ſuch caſe, prepare for him a well- 
ſcoured Lob-worm, or knotted Dew-worm, 
drag'd forth of the Foreſt, or any other ſterril 
or barren Soil, which as ſoon as any thing (with 
dextrous management) will compel him aſhore 
though it coſt him his Life. I'write from Experi- 
ence, for I am not unacquainted with the mul- 
tiform variety of terrene Animals; as you may 
read more at large in my following Appendix : 
more eſpecially of thoſe Worms, that are taken 
and drag'd forth out of a hard and skirrous 
Earth, which ought to be well depurated (or 
ſcoured) two or three days in the fineſt, _—_— 
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eſt, and ſweeteſt Moſs that faſtens 'it ſelf to the 
root of the Aſh-tree; ſprinkling it firſt with 
new and ſweet Ale; afterwards remember to 
ſqueeze it forth, ſo operate like an Artiſt : but 
that -which is'better, and more concordaant to 
my approbation, is feeted Cream, from the 
benevolence of the Dairy which to admiration 
makes your Worm become viſcous and tough ; 
and that which yet is more to be admired, they 
alſo become og and almoſt tranſparent : for 
that end 1 counſel and adviſe the Angler, when 
deligning to approach the Deeps for Diverlſi- 
on, that he take ſome always with him to 
heighten his Exerciſe, or influence and inamour 
his Game. It is not ſo difficult to put ſome in 
a Box made of Wood called Zignam YVite, per- 
forated with Holes, - beſmearing or anointing 
it over firſt with 'the Chymical Oil of Bays, 
Sulphur, Barbadves Tar, Ivy, Cornu-Cervs ; or 
indeed almoſt any other Oil that hasbut a ſtrong 
and faerid Empyruma, will ſerve we!l enough, 

where the Oil of — is generally wanting, 
With theſe requiſite Circumſtantials we ap- 
proach the Deeps, and the ſtrongeſt Deſcents 
and Falls ia the ſtiffeſt Streams ; the like we do 
in Eddies, and turns in back-Waters; for the 
Salmon you muſt know loves a ſolitary Shade. 
Arm well be ſure, and fiſh as fine as. you can, 
(Iſaac Owldam uſed to filh with but three Hairs 
at Hook) ary forg _ ——_— _— 
precautioned ; and the running Line be ſure 
ou _PRAIDer. _ m_ a ne you, an& 
eep your diſtance, eſpecially wben I -

Ingenuity do but ferve to manage fo eminent an 
Encounter. Now give me leave but to ſtep 
from the Water-ſide to numerate and deſcribe 
the various Brood of Salmon ; ſo to diſtinguiſh 
them according to Mode, or as ſome will have 
it, the Cuſtom of the Country. Where note, 
in the South they call him Saemler; but if you 
ſtep to the Weſt, the is better known there by 
the name of Skeggor ; when in the Ealt they avow 
him Pexk; but to the Northward, Brood and 
LO ſo from thence to a Tecon; then to a 


Now to recreate with the Fly, (meaning the 
Artificial) that's another fort of Exerciſe for 
the Angler's Diverſion ; which ought to be con- 
ſidered, and diverſly conſulted, in regard of fo 
great variety of Form, Luſtre, Beauty and Pro- 
portion. For that end let me adviſe you, that 
the ground of your Fly be for the moſt part 
obſcure, of a gloomy, dark and dusky Com- 
plexion ; faſhioned with Tofts of Bears-Hair, 
blackiſh or browniſh diſcolour'd Wool, inter- 
woven ſometimes\with Peacocks Feathers, at 
otherwhiles lap*d about with Grey, Red, Yel- 
low, Green, or Blewiſh Silk, ſimple Colours, 
or Colours ſometimes intermingled. For in- 
ſtance, Black and Yellow repreſent the Waſ;| 
or Hornet z and a promiſcuous Brown the fleſh 
Fly ; ſo of the reſt. For that end conſult the 
Kwumour of the Fiſh, who to humour your Ex- 
erciſe puts himſelf out of Humour, chiefly and 
principally when be parts with his Life.

- The 
next thing neceſlary is the ſhape of your Rod; 


which ought in all reſpects to repreſent the Ruſh 


in its growth ; for that end we call it Ruſh- 
grown :: and be ſure it be ſtreight and plient: 
Your Line alſo that muſt be accurate and exaQtly 
taper'd your Hook well compaſſed; well point- 
ed, and'well barbed : and be mindful that your 
Shank exceed not in length 3 1 mean not ſo long 
as when you drag with the Ground-Bait. Nor 
Is it proper for the Artiſt to court a Stream, .ex- 
cept he be always provided of his dubbing Bag, 
wherein are contained all ſorts of Thrums, 
Threads, Stlks, Moccado-Ends, Silver and Gold 
Twiſt ; which are of excellent uſe to adorn your 
Fly, and in a great meaſure quicken the ſight 
of your Game; provided the Day be promi(- 
cuous and dark, occaſioned by ſmooty and diſ- 
coloured Clouds. 
' Now ſhould lenumerate the multiform vari- 
ety of Animals, the various Colours and Pro- 
rtion of Inſes, with the diverſity of Flies, 
it would but redouble my Labour and Trou- 
ble 3 ſince already I have diſcourſed them 1n a- 
' Bother place z where the Artiſt alſo, -if he be 
ingenious, may conſult and examine the Me- 
thods of Experiments, ſo make himſelf Maſter 
of this ſolitary Myſtery : otherwiſe let him re- 
main filent among Proficients, and a profeſt Ig- 
noramus among Pratitioners.

The Pike 1s a voracious ravenous Fiſh, lick 
frequents the Waters, and lives always upon 
Spotl : for Moſs- Trooper like, -he murders all 
he meets with. And as it is impoſſible to find 
him without ao Appetice, ſo is it as improbable 
to proffer him any. thing/that hel refuſe. One 
would think him a Graduate by his various Ap- 
pellations, as that of Jack, Pickepel, Pike, and 
Lucitz which makes him look big and ſwall 
with Titles, as Weſtminſter-hall lookWd blough 
with Dwbar Trophies: Now-the Angler chat 
conſulcs this formidable Deſperado; muſt ſearch 


him in the-Spring by! examining 'the Ditchex, 


narrow Grips & Gullies,where probably.he-may 
find him poaching after Mice and in the Avenues 
in Mariſhes hunting after Frogs,. with which he 
trucks his Life, for a Trifle. -But the yellow

_ to an amazing bigneſs ;, when in the River, and 
tranſlucid Streams in Rivulers, his Taſte is from 
thence tranſchanged to a more excellent Sweet- 
neſs, and upon proof will be found much more. 

But his way of germinating is 
the ſame with the Salmon, to anſwer the Ends 
of Procreation, as for the moſt part all barrel'd 
Fiſh do, who riſes early in the Infancy of the 
Year, and admires all Changes that the Seaſon 
preſents.

The CARP. 

- "The Carp is a Fiſh complicated of a moro(s 
Mixture, and atorpid Motion, one that loves ta 
live in melancholy - Calms, rather than to ram- 
. bletn the rapid Rivers and 'tranſlucid Streams. 
Ponds and Pools are generally his Palaces, where 
he:loves good Eating, bat ſeldom or rerely 
travels far to fetch it: who as (cldom as any 
Fiſh exceeds. the compaſs of his Colony, nor 
ever attains to that maturity of Jargeneſs, where 
noigitt S 4 there's 
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thete's rapid Rivers, and ſwift gliding Streams, 
as he does in the-Lake or ſolitary Lovgh. The 
Anticnts were of Opinion, and ſo amT, that 
Travel extenuates and leſſens Growth; and 
that in the Rivers and ſpacious Riyulets, every 
Maſter Fiſh pleads a right of ' Poſſeſſion ; 
whereby Adts of Hoſtility are hourly com- 
menced, with the :loſs of Life to the weaker 
ſort; at leaſt of his Habitation, wbena ſtronger 
than himſelf claims a right of Poſſeflion : for 
when to conſider the antipathy in Fiſh, as the 
ſecrer animoſity that turks under the Fleſh, it's 
no-wonder that the great Ones eat vp the lit- 
the Ones. And this opr daily Experience, as a 
Monitor, diſcovers unto us, the Antipathy and 
Animoſity Fiſh have in the Ocean; for Antipa- 
thy will be Antipathy as certainly: as Sympathy 
1s Sympathy, notwithſtanding the Nature of 
Climar, Conſtitution, or Element. 

Since therefore we have ſignified the Reſt- 
dence of the Carp, it's but requiſite to-proceed 
To tell you what heloves3 and-thatis ſoan done, 
if you caſt but your Eye on the blooming Hau- 
thorn; for then your Carp-angling begins to 
commence, which terminates in Angſt, as the 
Vulgar would have it: but this Rule admits of 
too many Exceptions ; for all the Summer-ſea- 
ſon, more eſpecially in a dropping and moilt 
Air, he bites without diſpute, if he ltkes bis 
Commons, and yow but cautious enough to con- 
ceal your ſelf, who as rarely as any Fiſh: quar- 
rels with the fineneſs or coarſeneſs of your 
Tackle; which deſerves a ſerious Conſiderati- 
on, in as much as! Neatneſs and Eineneſfs arc

B ARBLE. 

The Barble, though experienced a reſolute 
Fiſh, yet is he as ſhame-faced as any of his Fel- 
tows: And as he hatesto quarrel, ſo he abhors 
an Afront ; but reſerves his Strength, Activity 
and Agility, till the Rod or the Net prove his 
Examinant ; whoſe Belly or Spawn may becaten 
as Diet, but then it proves in operation but 
churliſh Phyſick ; not that I aſſert it my Opini- 
on only, let Experience upon Examination bet- 
ter inſtru you. Now when the Angler comes 
to the Water-ſide, and brings what he loves, 
he courts a Familiarity, though his "_ of 

— atc 
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late has beer: much impair'd in the Cook-room : 
which poſſibly may proceed from the ignorant 
Order of ſuch as ſtudy rather to gratify their, 
yoracious Appetites,than the curious Methods of 
the Ard of Angling. However, Iſaac Walton 
has provided a Cook, that in his Opinion can 
dreſs him well enough, whoſe Arguments be- 
yond difpate, had indubicably miſcarried, had 
not his Wife had a Finger in the Pie. Thus he, 
and ſome others, dreſs Fiſh before they catch 
tliem ;- but I approve it requiſite to catch them 
firſt, and then at your leiſure dreſs them after- 
wards. ty 

The Barble, fo named from his Barbs or 
Wattles, moſt paſſionately admires the depth 
of the River, at the tale of a Stream : where 
you ſhall ufnally find him ſucking of Soil, and 
lying purdue for Worms and Inſects, or any 
thing elſe that is ſweet and edible. And by how 
much the ſtronger you obſerve the Stream, by 
ſo much the more ſtrength has the Fiſh that in- 
habits therein. And if there be Rubbiſh, or 
any ſort of Lumber, for his part he likes it ne- 
ver the worſe; and if ruinons Decays, or great 
Stones in the Bottoni, ſo much the better for his 
Security, whoſe Proviſion is rarely any thing 
elſe, ſave only what Nature daily provides him. 
Nor is he numbred among the Fiſh of Prey 5 
nor 1s he a Glutton, yet he knows how to ear ; 
nor" is he over-curious to court for Varietles, 
thongh ſome feed him with Paſte, and their 
Liberality he retaliates 3 and ſome proffer him 
Cheeſe to clofe up the Orifice of his Stomach, 
them he alſo gratifies: and ſome give hint 
Worms well depurated and ſcoured, for which 
E x Modicunt 
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his thanks : but he that 
would feed him to death with a Dainty, muſt 
bring him a diſh of Salmon ſpawn. 


The Barble courts the rapid Torrents more , 
Than ſolid Deeps : ftrong Streams remote from ſhore 
Oblige him moſt ;, becauſe the ſtrongeſt Streams 
Bring him ſupplies, the Rod brings only flames. 


C HEVEN. 
The Chub or Cheven is a Fiſh of a ſupine Na- 


- ture, yet ofa robuſt and rural Diſpoſition, had 


he but a Heart to manage his Strength ; who 
upon examination is by every one underſtood 
better for Diverſion by half than Diet : a coarſe 
feeder, and himſelf as coarſe to be fed on ; yet 
of ſuch a voracious Appetite, that he ſcorns to 
ſee any thing that be cannot eat, if another Fiſh 
can; but my Modeſty conſtrains me to forbear 
mentioning it. Now the Spring approaching, 
every thing inamours him, for then he baunts 
the Fords for faſhion. *Tis true he's an early 
riſer, that wi!} ſport the Anglerat break of Day, 
provided he furniſh him with Codworms, Can- 
kers, Caterpillars, Cow-dung-Grubs, Gentles, 
Paſtes tinftured with Cambogium, &c. Burt 
then you muſt cautiouſly obſcure your ſelf, and 
appear like an Angler leaſt in ſight. Yer ſtill 
thee another way much better to ſurprize him, 
that is by dibling on the ſurface of the Water, 
if _circumſpectly you conceal your ſelf behind a 
Buſh, or the more private and ſolitary ſhade of 
Trees. Bur your Engine for this encounter, ls 
2 Natura] Fly, either the Fleſh Fly, the Bank 
Fly, the Gray or the Green Drake "_ the 

reen 
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Green Munkit of the Owlder-Tree excels all- 
the reſt, as the Sun in Excellency outluſtres 
the-Stars. Moreover you ſhall find him ga- 
ping after Graſs-hoppers, or any other Inſect 
that preſents in ſeaſon. And ſince nothing 
comes amiſs, ſo nothing diſtaſtes him; and 
where the Locuſt is, there is he ; which if well 
examined to the Center of the Calms, he ſhall 
recompenſe the Examinant with the reward of 
his life; always provided he but ſeparate the 
Body from the Leatheriſh Wing, which by rea- 
{on of its Viſcuoſity is rarely digeſted ; nor is 
it otherwiſe by him well accepted. 

"Tis true, with green Cheeſe ſome Anglers do 
treat him, but then it ſucceds beſt at the tale 
of a Stream; at the fall of Fords, into the 
folitary Deeps. And that you may know he 
affeCts variety, let the Artiſt at diſcretion ex- 
change the Dairy Maid*s Commons, for the 
beauty of a bright and well- ſcoured Red-worm, 
or the head of a Frog, in April or May, or 
a black Snail ſometimes in a dewy Morning. 
Theſe invitations make his Teeth ſtand a water. 
But for Salmon-Spawn if you bring him thar 
Novel, you do your Buſineſs, and his too; and 
ſhall have no cauſe I'll aſſure you to repent it, 
when upon ſo fair an exchange, he trucks a- 
way his Life for a trifle. But September approach- 
Ing, yon muſt bring him Beef Pith, for which 
he ſhall facrifice all he has, and give you his 
Carcaſe in exchange for his Commons. What's 
more to be deſired by the rule of Diſcretion,ex- 
cept the Angler be ſo indilcreet as not to ac- 
commodate him ?

GRAILING. 

Umbar or Gralling is an amorovus Fiſh, that 
loves a frolick as he loves his Life, whoſe Teeth 
water after every Waſp, as his Fins flutter 
after every Fly; for if it be but a Fly, or the 
Product of an Inſet, out of a generous Cu- 
rioſity he is ready to entertain it. Smooth and 
{wifc Streams more than any thing enamour 
him, notwithſtanding be declines the force of 
a Torrent : Nor ſhall you perſmade him to 
quarrel with the gliding Streams, proyided they 
be ſweet, clear and ſhining. It is from theſe 
tranſlucid Streams that the Hackle, and the 
artificial Fly court him aſhore. But of all na- 
tural InſcAs that accommodate the Art, the 
green Drake is that ſovereign Ophthalmick that 
opeis his Eyes, and ſhuts them again, with the 
bazard of his Life, and loſs of his Element. 
Yet for this Fly-admirer, there is another Bait, 
and that is the Munket, or a Seagreen-Grub, ge- 
nerated, as I take it, amongſt Owlder-Trees. 
The like Product iſſues from the Willow, fo 
does it from the Sallow z nor is the Primp-tence 
denied this yegetable Animal, fave. only they 
are different in Splendour and Calour, as alſo 
as different in, Shape and Proportion, Take

Well then, as we conſider the Umbar not 
over-curious of Deeps, we muſt conſider him 
alfo not over-cautigusof Shallows, contenting 
himſelf with a middle Fate, that diretts him to 
the ſmootheſt and ſtiffeſt Streams, dedicating 
and devoting himſelf. to Motion, - becauſe a 
great admirer of Peregrination ; and though 
not ſo generally underſtood as the Trout 1s, 
yet give me leave to tell you, if you fiſh him 
finely, he will keep you company, either in 
Darwin, ſo in Dove, or in the glittering ſilver 
Streams of Trent : Pray therefore when you fiſh 
him, fiſh him finely, for he loves Curioſity, neat 
and ſlender Tackle; and, Lady-like, you muſt 
touch him gently, for to ſpeak plain Engliſh, 
he is tender about the Chaps, otherwiſe per- 
chance you defeat your ſelf, ſo loſe your De- 
ſign. A Brandlin, if any thing, will intice 
him from the Bottom z but the Gild-tail, of all 
Worms, upon change of Water, will invite 
him aſhore, tho it coſt him his Life.

BURBOLT. 

The Burbolt is a Fiſh ſo rarely difcours?d,and 
of ſo little converſation with other Fiſh, that 
it's as'difficult-toifind him, as it is to deſcribe 

T 4 him, 
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kim, who differs in Nature from moſt other 
Fiſh; ſorthart if the Angler be not yery inge- 
nipus, well educated: and diſciplined in the 
Rudiments of Angling, he undertakes a Task 
he can hardly perform, etther to-deſcribe his 
Nature or his Haunt. I know there are ſome 
Rodomontadoes of the Rod, that wilfully and 
extravagantly will arraign their Faith,- and 
reſt it upon the mouldy Records and frothy 
Opinion of ſlippery Authority, whereby ito 
confirm themſelves in the vanity of Tradition, 
as alſo to gratify the Zeal of Putationers.. For 
that end 1 myſt tell you, and you may tell 0- 
thers, that the ſilver Streams of triumphang 
Trent, as frequently as any Streams, ſtroke the 
{caly Fins of this famous, Fiſh, who loves to 
live by them, | but cares nat to live in them, 
rather abſconding himſeit in Eddies, and ſome- 
times in Arches, not -far from Streams and 
Torrents. of Water, where he 1s frequently 
found by the induſtrious Angler : for to ſearch 
him ſtriving againſt a Stream,is like to (1, Eliza- 
betb's Scogen, that at the Sun's Meridian (with 
a Candle and Lanthorn) ſought vp and down 
for an honeſt Man : $0 16 rifle the Streams_in 
Trent, or any other River for this s:copnuo, is 
bur labour in vain, to ſeek for him that hides 
timſelf from the reſt of-his: Aſſociates in ſoli- 
rary Receſles ; a lively imitagion of Diogenes in 

Dolte. LEM 
The Burbolt therefore we are to conſider 
him a Fiſh, that as rarely as'any Fiſh travels 
far from Home to fetch his Food 3 from whence 
ve conclude him not over-cautious, whatever 
it colts him, that yaJues nat his Lite to pur: 
| Cale 


chaſe what he loves- And Faſhion he affe&s 
not, nor the Formality of Novels ; who con» 
tents himſelf with Country-Commons, rather 
than to ramble up and down for Varieties ; yet 
would have ir conſtant, though not over-coſtly : 
who berters every thing by his own Delicacy, 
becauſe himſelf is a delicate Morſel ; but fel- 
dom taſted, and as rarely conſulted. Which 
makes every Angler deſirous of him, ſince he 
that takes him gets a Reward; which a well- 
ſcoured Red-worm certainly accompliſhes, as 
ſoon as any thing except the Gudgeon, for 
that's a Charm that compels him aſhore. 


To write the Burbolt*s Epitaph ;, he dreams 

That baulks the Calms, to ſearch bim in the Streams. 
That Angler that will court him to bu Diſh, - 

Auſt bring him Gudgeons to obtain bu Wiſh. 


FLOUNDER 

The Flounder is a Fiſh that bites before any 
Man's Face, not dreading the Aſpect of an In- 
vader. It's true, he's a Fiſh that's as bold as a 
Buccaneer ; of much more Confidence than 
Caution, yet nothing more curious ; one that 
loves good Meat, and 1s good Meat himſelf ; 
whoſe Appetite is open as early as his Eyes, 
and contemplates Day before Sun-riſe, fre- 
quently buſying himſelf about Break-faſt, half 
an Hour ſometimes before break of Day ; and 
delights, I muſt tell yon, to dwell among 
Stones, 10 does. he among Stakes and gravelly 
Bottoms : beſides he's a great admirer of 
Deeps and ruinous Decays, yet as fond as any 
Fiſh of moderate Streams, and none beyond 
him 
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him except the Perch, that is more fſolicitous 
to rifle into Ruins; inſomuch that a'Man would 
fancy him an Antiquary, when to confider him 
ſo affeted with Reliques, yet of that un- 
daunted Covrage, that he dares to feed before 
any Man's Face, provided there be but Water 
enough to cover him, though not to' conceal 
him. ' Moreover, he adheres fo cloſe to the 
Bottom, that a Man would think him inocu- 
lated to ir, or at leaſt an Inmate in another Ele- 
ment. | | 

For that end let us conſider the Flounder a 
reſolute Fiſh, and onethar ſtruggles ſtontly for 
a Victory with the Angler, and is more than 
ordinarily difficult to deal with, by reaſon of 
his Built, which is altogether flat as it were a 
Level ; ſo that if it happen your Tackle be 
fine, and the Bottom. as it ſometimes falls out, 
to be foul, you run the risk of your Adventure 
and Artillery. Now fome-Folks, beyond mea- 
ſure, admire this Fiſh, becauſe opinionated he 
is fo nutrictous : And: truly he's good Food, 
which makes him ſo defirable, though ſeldom 
or rarely not over-cautious to come by, if the 
Angler be induſtrious bat ro bring him: a Bait 
that he likes, and that is but reaſonable. Pre- 
ſent him with a Lob-worm, he'll retaliate your 
Courteſy 3 or in exchange, a depurated Dew- 
worm, he'll not be ungrateful, for he loves va- 
riety of all: ſorts of Worms, the Tag or Ta- 
gil, - beſides Bradlins. and Gild-tails, which 
will-at anytime intice him- todie for what he 
loves;; for you muſt know he's a Fiſh ſo fond 


of a: Worm, that he'll go to the Banquet tho

The Eel inſinuates himſelf into all ſorts of 
Waters, and can live ia a Stream, or withour 
it ; in the deepeſt Pit, or the ſhalloweſt Rivu- 
let; in dirty muddy Ditches, and filty owſy 
Bottoms ; or in rocky Cavities in any Rivers, 
wetting his Fins ſometimes with the Ocean. 
Now ſome are conceited that Ecls are Inf 
and content not themſelves with the Law 
Germination ; And if ſa, then it ſeems that 
Nature was more unaQtive about the Race of 
Eels, than other Animals committed to her 
Conduct 3 becauſe to protrude and thruſt them 
forth as Inanimates, after the manner of Vege- 
tation. Such are the ignorant Conceptions of 
Geſner, and the yntbinking Rabble of his ridi- 
culous Proſelytes ; who, becauſe to ſuck in ſuch 
pernicious Principles, have tainted, nay poi- 
{aned themſelves by infeQing others : For had 
they but conſidered that Eels bave Eggs, (tho 
not ſo long as other Fiſh to bear them about 
them) without diſpute it would expoſe ſame 
of them to a Bluſh, if when to-reflect on their 
erroneous Raſhneſs, that; cauſeth: the Artiſt to 
laugh at their Ignorance. But that Eels do 
germinate, Is paſt diſpute; for if the Roe, or 
Spawn, be the Product of Germination, then 
Eels, as other Animals, ma

becauſe furniſhed with all the Qualities for 


Germi- 
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Germination ; as lis obſerved by the female Fiſh, 
whoſe burdened Belly in the Spring (if exg- 
mined ) will ſufficiently convince the Incredno- 
lity of ſuch as' would by Advice be better in- 
formed, whilſt- permitting others to content 
themſelves with the vanity of Ignorance, that 
Eels are Inſefts. | 

The Eel therefore, you ſhall find him in Cq- 
verns,”and the Cavities ſometimes of hollow 
Rocks, Grips and Gullies, devifed on purpoſe 
by Engineers for the draining of Grounds ; 
Or elſe you' may obſerve him in Holes or 
hollow Banks, the Flaws in Bridges and bro-_ 
ken Breaches, occaſioned ſometimes by Inun- 
dations of Warerz out of which Abſcond- 
ments any Man may angle him, that contrivcs 
but a' Worm neatly on the end of a Wand ; 
which Artifice -is Probing, and ſome call ir 
Proking ; but we diſpute not the Term. Now 
a more expeditious Invention, though not half 
fo gentee], is that Engine or Artifice ſome call 
a Gleave, but ſome others the Eel-ſpear. Then 
there's Bobbinz 'with a bunch or cluſter of 
Worms,” ſtrung upon Threads, non-commiſſio- 
nated by Anglers : Yet Night-hooks were ne- 
ver Prohibited,' nor need they, ſince the Eel 
bites in the heat of the Day. You muſt there- 
fore conſider him-a Fiſh ef an odd Humour, 
that the fighr-of a' Worm ſhall tempt him a- 
ſhore, though be ſacrifice his Life to the Luſt of

The Lampre (or Suck-ſtone) frequently ac- 
coſts the Streams in Severn, and is converſant 
alſo with many other Rivers in the Kingdom of 
England. A Fiſh that makes more ſport inthe 
Pie than the Pool ; but of no great acquain- 
tance nor familiarity with Anglers; and that is 
the reaſon he is ſo little diſcours?d, as if there 
were no ſuch thing in being : But aſſvre your 
ſelf there is, and the plenty of ſuch in the Ri- 
ver Cam, and ſome other Rivers, as Thames and 
Trent ;, that I dare to aſlert and divulge:them 
numerous : But as torpid Deeps do not always 
delight him, fo tranſparent Streams do not al- 
together tranſport him 3 nor'admires he the 
Torrents of rapid Rivers : And becauſe no con- 
ſtant Houſekeeper, we have conſidered him' as 
unconſtant to: Diet. It*s true; [have no Com- 
miſſion to aſſign him a Traveller, and'yet he is 
ſeldom or rarely.at Home. At Home did I ſay ? 
ſarely I miſtook my ſelf, becauſe he has no Home 
to go to, who liveslike an Intruder, ,inſinuating 
himſelf into all forts of Company, and' pats a 
Foot under every ones Table : for we find him 
a Fifh alrogether in ſuſpicion ; therefore ſeldom 
admitted among the ſcaly Society ; who prefers 
Sand and Gravel-beds infinitely before muddy 
Recrements ; and loves to'be caſting and ſack- 
ing Stones, {becauſe it's a-great part of his Life 
and Maintenance ; except otherwhiles he ſtum- 
bles upon Offi or Garbage, which if he do, he 
feaſts himſelf like a Country-Farmer ; _ af 
| OTner 


other times, like a ſhotten Hetringy he is forced 

_ to take up with ſhorter Coninivnsz and fuch 
are the roots of Segs and Candocks, which aſ- 
ſign him a ſutable Sauce to his Diet. 

I never yet knew an Angler with the Rod, 
that deſigned a Day's Diverſion with this piece 
of Suſpicion. It is true; I have heard him-va- 
riouſly diſcourſed, and perhapsas often as other 
Men, have ſeen him make Circles in his own 
Element, but irregular ones out on't 5 for I have 
been at his ſometimes with' an Inſtry- 
ment, and ſometimes without it ; but never at 
his Deſtrution with- the Rod and Line. The

habitation is found bordering .upon!' Banks, in 
Eddies, 


Eddies, ſmall Turns, and meandring Streams z 
and where there's a Buſh in the Suburbs of the 
Streams, there you ſhall find him ſheltring him- 
ſelf ; when recruits of Rain force down the 
Freſhes, and. drive the Soil from off the fertil 
Fields; for then you may fiſh him, and not go 
far- to. ſind him: when at other times, more 
eſpecially near the approaching Winter, he 
houſes himſelf in the more ſolitary ſecurity of 
| Candocks: and Bull-ruſhes, in Depths. of the 
Water. But whilſt we parapbraſe and diſcourſe 
the Roach, we but decipher and interpret the 
Rud ; ſince-Nature's Laws are alike to both, for 
both have but one Fate and Period, though of 
different complexion io Fin, having natural In- 
clination to long and warm Days, to ſmall and -

TheRuff, ſome call him Pope z but call hini 
whats you will, for I ſuppoſe he obtained that 
Title from bis infallibility of biting 3 which he 
feldom fails to do, if the Angler happens to 
come where he is, and that is almoſt every 
where, This little Deſperado, tho he wants 

pn V Conduat, 
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Condact, yet has he Reſolution and Courage 
enough” to encounter Death; who ſeldom as 
on, Fiſhgives an Afﬀront;yet rarely or never re- 
fuſes the Combat. Ir is true, he is Cantious, but 
not Contentious ; more a Hero than a HeQor ; 
who never flies, except at the Face of his Ene- 
my ; and is for the moſt part conſtant inVifory, 
ſave only when encountring the victorious Ang- 
ler. This little Buckaneer arm'd ar all Points, 
conſorts the Angler, and entertains him at all 
times, provided he ſeek for him near the ſoli- 
tary decays of broken Bridges, ruinous Founda- 
tions, and the Roots of Trees. Beſides, he 
loves Bull-ruſhes, Beds of Segs and Candocks, 
where frequently you may find him. So in Ed- 
dies, turns in Water, but in meandring Pools 
you will rarely miſs of him ; and where Stumps, 
Stakes, and hollow Banks are, there is he to be 
found ; otherwiſe conclude he is not in that Co- 
lony. 

This little reſolute Anima], his Stature conſi- 
dered, is of as great reſolution as any Fiſh that 
wags a Fin, and as generous and profuſe of his 
Life as his Lordſhip : not unlike the Prodigal, 
that hates to out-live his Eſtate and Patrimony. 
The Angler therefore that would civilly treat 
him, ought to bring him what he loves, and 
that you know is but requiſite and reaſonable ;

GUDGEON. 

As the Gudgeon is a moſt delicious Fiſh, ſo 
ought he to be moſt delicately dreſt ; and be- 
cauſe the Angler's, and every one's Entertain- 
ment;therefore he's preferr'd before many other 
Fiſh that make not ſo fine a ſhow in the Platter. 
It's true, there's no fear to ſurfeit of .a Diet 
that's ſo naturally nutricious, and converts all 
into Nouriſhment, without the Law of Phy ſick: 
This piece of curioſity is a curious admirer of 
limpid, clear and criſtalline Streams, more eſpe- 
clally when ſurrounded wich gentle turns in. 
Rivers and Rivulets, that have ſandy Bottoms ; 
and if paved with Gravel, it's never the worſe 
who almoſt to a Miracle affetts Cleanlineſs in 
eating ; and as he loves his Life, loves that his 
Meat ſhould always be well waſhed before he 
eatS It. This freſh-water Smelt ſeldom or never. 
roves abroad as other Fiſh do, to recreate him- 
ſelf with Inſets and Flies ; but contents him-: 
ſelf at home with a Gentle, rather than. td 
ramble abroad for Varieties : for to ſpeak plain 
Engliſh, his Life is in danger, and Sentence of 

| V 2 Death 
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Death pronounced at the ſight almoſt of every 
maſter-Fith. But the Brandlin he adores as his 
ſele&t Modicum, and the Gild-tail ſweetens all 
his Diverſions : ſo that if either be brought him 
to ſport and play with, he would have it vivid, 
but not livid ; and ſweetned and adorned with 
an odoriferous Perfume. 

Now ſome Anglers have been pleaſed to 
write various Encomiums on this little curious 
piece of Mortality ; and they do himright ; for 


be is a Fiſh, that not only entertains the Angler 


with the Rod, but as if there were a familiarity 
betwixt them, nibbles at his Toes, whilſt he 
muddles in the Streams; diverting not the 
Angler only, but the Salmon alſo. Beſides, the 
Perch admires him, and the Eel, and the Burbolr 
adore him. So do many other Fiſh, but the Pike 
above all Fiſh no ſooner ſees him, but his Teeth 
water till he taſte of the Dainty.

- BLEAK. 

The Bleak or W hitlin is the Summer Intelli- 
gencer, and more of a Maſculine than a Fe- 
minine Nature. that conceals himſelf (Lady- 
like) all the Winter, till long Days and a warm 
Sun invites him forth to purchaſe Flies, which 
are ſold him ſometimes at the rate of his Life. 
This Freſh-water Sprat is of moſt accurate Mo- 
tion, and feeds not much unlike the Swallow, 
partakipg very much of his Nature and Oua- 
ty» 
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lity, as near as Fiſh and Fowl can do, or as 
near as Fiſh and Fleſh can have, and that's as 
near as the Elements can admit of : which cer- 
tainly is a Secret, yet very obſervable, if the 
Angler but conſider their coming in, which is in 
the Vernon Ingreſs; their natural Food, and 
their going out together, in the Autumnal 
Equinox. You muſt alſo remember that he loves 
not a Stream, yet would he by no means dwell 
far from it; and bites aloft at the Race of 
Flies, yet gratifieg himſelf with the Soil of the 
Earth. Art Mid-water if you ſeek him, he's ſo- 
licitous after Gentles;z and if at the Bottom, 
he deſires a Brandlin : but he ghat would court 
him to death with a Dainty, ruſt bring him a 
parcel of Ant-flies. 


The Bleak, or Whitlin, floats in ſilent Deeps

The Minew or Penk 1s, in my Opinion, bat 
a very ſmall Banquet for Fiſh or Fiſher. But a 
little diſcourſe ſhall ſerve for this little Fiſh, that 
is no ways difficult to find, nor is he over-curi- 
ous to catch, provided the Artiſt but come 
where he is, and that's almoſt every where :

diſplay a browniſh blewiſh and purpliſh Rube- 
do ; ſome others ſhine forth a Citrine Colour ; 
ſo that ſome are Yellowiſh, and ſome again 
Orange; ſome are Gray, ſome Livid, ſome 
Veril, ſome Azure, and ſome more obſcure, im- 
preſt with various Signatures and remarkable 
Obſervations. Nature generouſly provides 
multiplicity of this animal Race, whereby ta 
furniſh her Common-Weal, and accommodate 
her ſolicitous Admirers, But of all the Worms 
that move in the Earth, the Gild-tail alone is the 
Angler's Corons, | 
Th. Now I conclude the Fiſh as good as half 
catch*d, had we but Cooks to order and dreſs 
them, and our Appetites in effelt moderately re- 
freſh'd ; had we but patience to pick-out the 
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Bones. After this manner Recreation brings a 
Reward, when proportioned to propagate 'the 
Sovereign Ray of Health; but not that I extol 
the 1'xurious Angler, that prefers the Platter 
by the pentiful Pannier + for he that imitates ge- 
nerons Nature, muſt when he puts a Period to 
the Progreſs of the Life of one-Fiſh, charita- 
bly endeavour the multiplication of Thouſands ; 
otherwiſe he that voraciouſly purſues his Ex- 
erciſe, either ſpoils the Creatures to gratify his 
Luxury, or {ports away their Lives for the va- 
nity of Exceſs. \ 

Ar. 1 approve of your .Morals and modeſt 
Conceptions, that direft the Angler to farniſh 
himſelf with ſuch convincing Arguments, as in- 
vite him only to fiſh for Recreation. How 
few Pretenders to the Rod then, wonld covert 
the Death of Fiſh for Fancy ? Nay, who would 
not ſtudy to prolong their Lives, were it for no 
orher End than to furniſh the Fords, to relieve 
the Neceſlitous, and divert the Angler ? Were 
not the Ends of the Creation made anſ{werable 
to the. Means of Preſervation ? Who. diſpntes 
1c? Then if fo, let me tell you that immoderate 
Exerciſe (in all or any one) puts a damp to 
Pleaſure; and if the End of Pleaſure can be 
adjudged Deſtrufion, then no Man can be ſatiſ- 
fied without Exceſs. 'And what is Exceſs but 


* inordinate Riot, that makes a breach in the 


Royal Commandments, in oppoſition to Life, ſo 
reſults in Death ? Where note, this Diſtinction 
is neceſſary to be ahderſtood ; that as Rods and 
Nets are different Means, ſo they alſo anſwer to 
different Ends. The firſt, if when to conſult 
rapid and roling Streams; but the latter reſults

in fach Parts of Water, where no Line nor 
Rod claims 2 right of Privilege; or with ſuch 
a Fiſh whoſe invincible Strengtb, nothing but 
the Net can encounter and overcome. - 

Thus arm'd at all Points with our innocent 
Artillery, and reſolved to trample the redolent 
Fields, and the florid Meadowsof famous Trene, 
we ſhall there encounter with murmuring 
Streams that invite to Exerciſe and Contempla- 
tion : whilſt the ſhady Foreſt, and ſolitary 
Groves advance our Speculation to the Suburbs 
of Paradiſe ; where all the Trees ſtand in ſuch 
2 beautiful Order (to admiration) and divinely 
dreſt by the Royal Hand of him that made this 
ſtupendous Creation, denotes Mortals im- 
mortal, and Time eternal : which-true Feli- 
city no Man attains to, by the ſtudy of Morals 
_ only, and the Beauty of ithe Creation, but a 
Crucified Saviour, and the Piety of: Chriſtiani- 
ty; and then I know not but the. Streams of 
Damaſcus may as effeQually cleanſe as the Pool 
of Betheſda. 

Th. Your Diſcourſe ſeems too intricate, and 
ambiguous for the Vulgar. 

Ar, Not at all, for it neither violates Huma- 
Nity, nor oppoſes the Piety of Chriſtianity ; it 
only points to thoſe deſtitute of Devotion, that 
would, if poſlible, eneryate the myſtical Ray of 
Diſcovery, aſlaſlinate Piery, and' filence the 
Oracles of Truth, to ſtrike truth domb; ſo 
bury and entomb it in the Sepulchre of Oblivi- 
on. But Truth's bright and illuſtrious Scar 
will convince the World of the: Truth' of this 
Hypotheſis, that neither Envy nor Emulation | 
(nor ſtudied Artin oppoſition to Truth) though 
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fomented: by the: Sons of Zolm, ſhall neyer 
darken it fo, as totally to deface it, but will . 
ſhinec#forth a Light: to diſcover their Shame, 
with the Vice of the Times, and- Exorbitancy 
of Life. I write to the [ntelligent, and not to 
Alphabet Anglers, that wander up and down 
belides therpſelves, tolick up the ſpumous Froth 
of: Fiftion, and rally the Records of fabulous 
Pamphlercers,to {well their impoveriſhed empty 
Volumes, on purpoſe ſpread abroad to amuze 
the unwary : but this I reſolve againſt, by ex- 
' horting Ingenuity to conſult Experience, not- 
withſtanding my Rudiments and laborious Di- 
re(tions ; for without due obſervation in the Ex- 
erciſe 'of Angling, belides Speculation in the 
Progreſs of Theory (in this, or indeed in any 
other Art) no Man ſhall level a right Founda- 
tion. 

Th. Such ſignal Remonſtrations (like an in- 
greſlive Spirit) ſtrike deep Impreſſions into my 
thoughtful Breaſt. It muſt be a Maſter ; and 
what Maſte- but Experience muſt we have, to 
induct us 1...2 the Methods, Mediums and Re- 
gularities of Science ? Does Experience any more 
qbliterate Theory, than Rudiments rip up the 
Foundation of Art ? which they do not, nor 
cannot : then ought the Rules of Practicks to 
be the ſolicitation of every Artiſt, which Ana- 
lyſis of neceſlity I cannot but comply with; or 
let the ſurviving Ages engrave on my Tomb- 
ſtone, Poſt eft occafio calua. 

- Fr. Tocompleat aScholar therefore, we are 
to'confider that every Pedagogue that. initiates 
his Novice into the Rudiments of Grammar, 
gives. him- Literature \firſt. - After the ſame 
toon! | manner, 
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manner, and not altering-my Methods, Tha 
laid down the Rules and Hypotheſes of th© 
Ground-bait. 'Where note, I prefer the Worm 
for the 'Angler's Exerciſe (if artificially ſcon- 
red) as a general Bait before any other, and 
upon all Occaſions (inordinate Seaſons excepted) 
if purpoſing thereby to conſult the Bottom 
(as alſo the innumerable families of Fiſh :) and 
ſo farewel, for it's almoſt Sun-ſet. |
